commissioner shaping up

The Franklin County Demo- 
cratic Party appeared to have 
solidified its slate of candi- 
dates for Franklin County 
commissioner with the 
appointment of Hugh DeMoss 
to the commissioner's seat 
vacated by Michael J. Dorrian. 

DeMoss, a former television 
station anchorman, was given 
a big send-off last Thursday'3- 
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8 when sworn in by none-other 
than Gov. Richard F. Celeste in 
@ ceremony attended by sev- 
eral noted county Democrats. 

Making his first run for polit- 
ical office, DeMoss will team 
up with Fran Ryan, former 
Columbus City Councilwoman 
and currently Columbus City 
Clerk in November. Ryan, who 
served as the regional adminis- 
trator of the U.S. Department 
of Labor under the administra- 
tion of President Carter, was 
twice elected to City Council 
before her federal governmen- 
tal appointment. 

The Republican nominees 
for commissioner are City 
Councilwoman Dorothy 
Teater and Franklin County 
Auditor Roger W. Tracy. 
Whether this combination will 
square off against Ayan and 
DeMoss depends on the out- 
come of the May 8 primary, at 
which Teater is opposed by 
Robert R. Gibson of the Gibson 
Leasing Co. 


Teater, who led the eight- 
candidate slate for City Coun- 
cil last November, running with 
Republican Party blessing, is 
expected to easily out distance 
Gibson in the spring primary. 

A Teater victory will match 
her against Ryan for the com- 
missioner's seat held by Harold 
Cooper, Democrat. According 
to'some political sources, 
Cooper is to resign after the 
primary to clear the way for 


Ryan's appointment as his 


successor. 

The strategy behind such an 
appointment is to give Ryan 
and DeMoss the benefit of run- 
ning as incumbents, always 
regarded as a political 
advantage. 

Republicans, however, 
argued that such a movement 
could be nullified by the fact 
that DeMoss will be gunning 
for his first political office.

As to a Ayan-Teater mat- 
chup, It could easily become 
known asa “petticoat derby.” 
Both women are known to be 
hardworkers on the campaign 
trail, and both enjoy a large 
personal following. 

The gerider gap, however, is 
unlikely to become a campaign 
issue, for both parties are back- 
ing three women for county 
offices. In addition to Ryan and 
Teater, the Republicans are 
running Bobbie Hall incum- 
bent, for County Treasurer and 
Jo Ann Davis, incumbent for 
the Ohio House.

Schrowde says that since 
1960 the Center for New Direc- 
tions, located at 51 Jeflerson 
St., has served over 150 women 
through programs designed to 
ralge ‘thelr self-esteem, teach 
few skis and deveiap Dena 
tors ‘necessary to move from 
the single role of homemaker 
to the dual role of homemaker 
and provider. 

“Displaced homemakers 
come from a variety of social, 
ractal, economic, cultural and 
educational backgrounds. The 
center is committed to serving 
displaced homemakers in their 
diversity and to help them dis- 
cover their commonness,” 
says Schroeder. 

Finding yourself alone after 
several yéars of marriage can 
be a very traumatic experience 
but three Black women told the 
CALL & POST that the dis- 
placed homemakers program 
gave them moral support as 
well as a different perspective 
on life. 

Ozella Chapman, a dis- 
placed homemaker from 
Cleveland, left Columbus a few 
years ago after divorce ended 
her 17 year marriage. 

“My life had suddenly fallen 
apart. | woold sit around the 
house all day drinking coftee. | 
was depressed all the time,” 
Chapman sald. 

Chapman said she saw an ad 
in the newspaper about 
homemakers and decided to 
take advantage of the program. 
“It really helped me. It gave me 
back my self-confidence.” 

Chapman, who had been a 
teacher's aide in the Columbus 
Public School system for a 
number of years, said she had 
always wanted to go to college 
but had never had the courage 
to enroll. 

“The displaced homemakers 
program, through its work- 
shops and training, helped me 
develop the skills and confi- 
dence | needed to go to 
school.” 

Chapman said she started 
classes at Cuyahoga Commun- 
ity College and later trans- 
ferred to Cleveland State Uni- 
versity where, at age 47, she 
earned a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Psycholegy. “I'm tak- 
ing a year off to rest and then! 
plan on returning to school to 
earn. @ masters degree,” she 
said. Chapman currently 
works for “Women Together,” 
ashelter for battered women in 
Cleveland.

Excerpts from the testimony 
of other black officers and 
former officers relative to their 
alleged discrimination by the 
police department includes: 

Charles A. Gordon, assigned 
to the narcotic squad, who tes- 
tified that a less qualified white 
officer was assigned to work as 
an observer on a police helic- 
opter unit, an assignment 
which he had requested. 

Cari R. Booth, a former 
officer, testified that he was 
fired from the department in 
January of 1983 after he 
allowed a statement to be 
placed ona search warrant that 
he had purchased drugs froma 
suspect when in fact an infor- 
mant had made the buy. He 
was led to believe it was essen- 
tial to protect the snitcher's 
identification by issuing the 
bogus statement, Booth said. 

Bennie Woodfork, a civilian, 
testified that he is the one 
police arrested along with his 
sister after police barged into 
his brothers’ wedding at Met- 
ropolitan Baptist Church, 955 
Oak St., March 19, 1983. Police 
were abusive and uttered slurs 
such as “nigger” to the wed- 
ding party. 

Late Tuesday as The CALL & 
POST went to press, Ruby 
Burkheart testified that she 
was constantly harassed and 
cursed by her superior, then 
tired from the department 
March 3, 1983 after she tried to 
block a fleeing van with her 
cruiser when the driver tried to 
run her down.

“None of the above came easy to George 
E. Harris, but with his dogmatic stamina, he 


prevailed and set an example for other pos- t/ 
tal employees to emulate. He has helped 
numerous employees throughout his pos- @ 


tal career. George Harris, We love you.” 
The above was a footnote encouched in 
the program for Harris. and written by 


Louise A. Hawkins. Harris, alias the “"God- 
father” was wined, dined, feted, roasted 
and toasted recently. The program was 
sponsored by family and friends and the 
occasion was a 38 year retirement party 
held at Holiday Inn, Lakeside. 

Harris was the first black postal financial : 4 
examiner in the United States when he was 7 
promoted to the position in 1960. in 1969 he 
was assistant carrier station superintend- 
ent and continued in this position until 
1970. Between the years of 1970 and 1973, 


he was general accounting assistant; was 
promoted accounting officer; then man- 
ager, to budget analysis and 1975-1977 
manager, accounting and reporting 
systems. 

On June 4, 1977, Harris was promoted to 
district director of finances. He was 
responsible for the administration of a $402 
million dollar budget in the Northeastern 
Ohio District among 359 post offices in 
three sectional centers. 

His illustrious career covered a period of 
38 years, and during this time he received 
many citations for his meritorious services 
and excellence in management. He also 
received many monetary awards. 


Harris attended the public schools of 
Cleveland, Ohio and is a graduate of East 
Technical High School; attended Western 
Reserve University following his discharge 
from the United States Army. He received 
his Bachelor of Business Administration 
degree, majoringin accounting in 1950 and 
began his own accountiig business in 
1951 

He qualified as a registered public 
accountant in the state of Ohio and was 
issued a certified permit on December 7, 
1960. 

His private practice encompassed 
accounting, auditing, tax preparation and 
financial counseling for clients of a corpo- 
rate nature partnerships, individual prop- 
rietorships and also church and fraternal 
group accounts. 

He still found time to devote to his 
church, Lane Metropolitan C.M.E.; Kappa 
Alpha Psi Fraternity; Ohio practical nurse 
association; member.of the NAACP, Black 
Accountants Association, Ohio Society of 
Public Accountants, Forest Hills 
Homeowners association and the Prince 
Hall Masonic order. 

His masonic affiliations started 
November 27, 1966. Harris is a member of 
Excelsior Lodge No. II, Bezaleel Consistory 
No. 15-Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry and holds offices in all three 

* houses. He was honored as Noble of the 
Year recently by El Hasa Temple No. 28 
Ancient Egyptian Arabic Order Nobles of 
the Mystic Shrine and received the degree 
of honorary past potentate in New York 
City in 1979. He has most recently been 
nominated for the coveted thirty third 
degree in Prince Hall Masonry. which will 
be conferred in the city of Denver, Colo- 
rado in May-of 1984. 

Hattie is the vluest ol toursiaters endtwo 
brothers. Harris was orphaned at age 12 
when his parents died and he worked to 
assist irr-the support ct his brothers and 
sisters. He and his wife, Ruth raised three 
sons and a daughter (his first wife having 
died). They also were foster parents to 
three nieces and three nephews. 

Harris devoted many hours to the Prince 
Hall organizations using his expertise in 
the area of accounting and finances.
